Notification No.DFC(COC) 77 ED(OPS) /94—The Reserve 
Bank of India, having considered it necessary in the public inte¬ 
rs! andbeing satisfied that, for the purpose of enabling the Bank 
to regulate the credit system to the advantage of the coun¬ 
try, it is necessary to amend the Non-Banking Financial Com¬ 
panies (Reserve Bank) Directions, 1977, hereby, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by Sections 451, 45K and 451, of 
the Reserve Bank of India Act. 1934 (2 of 1934) and all the 
powers enabling it in tills behalf, direct that ihe said Direc¬ 
tions contained in Notification No. DNBC 38/DG(H)-77 
dated the 20th June 1977 shall, with immediate effect, stand 
amended in the following manner, namely, 

1, In paragraph 5(2), sub-paragraph (D) shall be deleted. 

2. In paragraph 12, after sub-paragraph (il) and before 
the 'Explanation' a new sub-pragraph (lii) shall be inserted 
as follows viz. 

“(iii) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-para¬ 
graphs 

(i) and (ii) above, on and from December 31, 1994, 

(A) every, 

. (i) hire purchase finance company, 

(ll) equipment leasing company, and 

(iii) non-banking financial company which is registered 
with the Reserve Bank and is not classified as an 
equipment leasing or a hire purchase finance com¬ 
pany, 

shall maintain in India, 

(a) in account/s with scheduled bunk/s (free from 
any charge or lien), or

The Board may from time to time add to or otherwise 
amend this scheme and the plan made thereunder and any 
amendment/addition hereof will be notified in the Official 
Gazette. In case of any amendments prior approval of 
SEBI shall be obtained. 

'[Amendments to the offer document based on the pro¬ 
visions of the Scheme can be effected with prior approval 
of the Execu ive Committee and of SEBI.] 

XII. Termination of the scheme and plan made thereunder 

(a) ‘[The Scheme and plan made thereunder shall 
stand finally terminated on 31-12-1999 ] The outstand ng 
units oi tne members shall be repurchased and the mem¬ 
bers shall be paid the value of their units at the repur¬ 
chase price fixed for the final repurchase during the above 
period.

(5) In the event of a repurchase which shall always be 
in full, the member upon non-surrender of unpaid warrants 
shall be entitled to encash these warrants which are due 
for the subsequent months and remaining in the custody 
of the members on the dates of maturity and the amount 
represented by such Income Distribution Warrants shall be 
deducted from the repurchase proceeds. 

(6) In the event of the death of the member if the sole 
nominee is eligible to hold units and desires to continue to 
hold the units, then the sole nominee shall be bound to 
return all the unencashed warrants for the future months for 
necessary rectification. However, such a nominee desiring 
to continue to hold the units shall not be entitled to any 
interest or any compensation during the period it takes the 
Trust to rectify the warrants already issued in favour otf 
the deceased member to those in favour of the newly 
admitted members 

(7) In the event of the death of an applicant where the 
application is made by an individual for the benefit of ano¬ 
ther individual who is a mentally handicapped person, the 
alternate applicant shall be bound to return all the unenca¬ 
shed Income Distribution Warrants for future months for 
necessary rectification. However, such alternate applicant 
shall not be entitled to any interest or/any compensation 
during the period it takes the Trust to rectify the warrants 
already issued in favour of the deceased applicant to those 
in favour of the newly admitted applicant. 

(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in the forego¬ 
ing sub-clause, the Trust reserves its right to make the 
Income Distribution on a quarterly, half yearly or annual 
basis as the case may be, should the reasons of expediency 
cost. Interest of members and other circumstances 
make it necessary for the Trust to do so. In such an event 
the Trust shall notify the members by a publication in two 
leading English Language daily newspapers. No member 
shall have a riiffit to claim Income. Distribution on 
monthly basis after the Trust makes a notification as above. 

Cumulative Option—There will be no income distribution 
under the Cumulative option.
